Mountain Climbing. 

Thou, who woulds’t see the lovely and 

the wild 

Mingled, in harmony, on nature’s face, 
Ascend one Rocky Mountains. Let thy 

foot 

Fail not with weariness for on their 

tops. 

The beauty and majesty of earth, 

Spread wide beneath, shall make thee

Raised among tho mountains I 
early learned to love them and to 
climb them. In my western home 
I have always hungered for their 
presence and when I desired to go 
east this summer, I at once intend¬ 
ed as far as possible to climb tho old 
familiar ones again. I commenced 
with Mount Will. This is an abut¬ 
ment peak of a range separating 
the waters of Sunday and Bear 
rivers. Though not a high moun¬ 
tain, it stands out so prominently 
that tho viow from its summit is a 
fine one in proportion to its alti¬ 
tude. My old friend, Mr. Wm. R. 
Eames, accompanied ‘ me. He 
spent a year onco in Minnesota. 
He taught a winter school in 1S56- 
7 near Faribault and at one time 
shot a deer near our Sugar Loaf. I 
felt I had accomplished quite a feat 
considering my age and avoirdu¬ 
pois when I got safely down. Bo 
sandwiching in visits between my 
alpine efforts I next attempted, in 
company with a cousin Miss Ellen 
Locke, the ascent of Locke Moun¬ 
tain. This has the reputation of 
being the highest mountain point 
in Bethel. Its altitude is some less 
than two thousand feet if I romom- 
ber rightly. Its summit is but 
partially bare. A growth of spruce 
now covers it mainly. Blaclc 
Mountain came next. On tho An¬ 
droscoggin side it is now called Old 
Grey. From a stream flowing 
down its south ruggedness,, water 
is taken to supply the village four 
miles away. Its height is, I think, 
nearly three thousand feet. It has 
a large hare summit yielding usu¬ 
ally large amounts of blueberries. 
My cousins, Mrs. Susan Douglas, 
and Ellen Locke with my friend 
Eames, made tho ascent with mo. 
It was a trying trip for a warm 
day, hut the grandeur of crag and 
of sweeping vision well ropaid our 
tiresome efforts. 

A kinsman, Jolnl Brown one of 
naturo’s noblomen, near tho north¬ 
eastern base of this old mountain 
gave mo a very pleasant experi¬ 
ence. He has- a pasturo a milo 
away by this mountain as I have 
specified. A tinkle of tho cow bell 
kept sounding nearer and noaror as 
wo proceeded towards its location. 
Thera we found some old collars 
where long ago people had lived. 
He showed me one whore, he said 
my mother had, for a brief time, 
her home when a bride. Close by 
a neglected wall he showed me a 
bed of most beautiful roses, which 
were in full bloom. His oldest au¬ 
thority told him my mothor plant¬ 
ed them. I had known my parents 
had for a brief time resided in somo 
such place, but I had never seen 
it. Here these most beautiful and 
large roses have bloomed for near¬ 
ly eighty years, “wasting their 
sweetness on the desert air.” The 
roses had lived like the results of 
a good deed. 

The next mountain that 1 ured me 
was Goose Eye, a graud peak con¬ 
siderably back through the woods 
close to the New Hampshire lino. 
Its height is four thousand feet. 
Two other mountains only in tho 
state of Maino are higher, Katah- 
din on the Penobscot and Matta- 
tuck or Speckled Mountain, in 
sight of my old home, and one I 
climbed in 1851. In 1850 or forty- 
eight years ago exactly July 4th, 
Mr. Eames and I climbed Goose 
Eyo. A friend Ceylon Russell was 
then with us. Now on this anni¬ 
versary we climbed it again. A 
young man, Walter Emery, was 
our companion. It was a hard 
day’s work indeed. The ascent 
when reached is vory steep, aud 
tree-tops and rough recks were 
constantly before us, but we slept, 
or at least tried to, on its crest that 
night. In a wrinkle of,the summit 
we hod a tent and a fire, but the 
cold gave little chance for slumber. 
Suck grandeur as we had before us 
I cannot describe. It can only be 
remembered and lived over again 
as it is recalled. The clouds that 
were about us as they rolled off 
over the deep, dark valley that 
morning, made a most impressive 
, sight. 

July 14th found me being driven 
from the Alpine House in Gorham, 
N.’H., toward Mt. Washington 
A ride of sixteen miles was nec¬ 
essary to reach Its summit, half of 
which would be up the sides of the 
mountain itself. Mt. Washington, 
is higher than any other mountain 
east: of the Rocky Mountains ex¬ 
cept a peak in North Carolina 
which is a few feet higher. On the 
west side of Mt. Washington a cog¬ 
wheel railway carries up passen- 
I gers, but a finely made carriage 


road on the east side was more con¬ 
venient for me and a method of go¬ 
ing up I would in any case prefer. 
Its grade is about eight in oae hun¬ 
dred feot, and in no place exceeds 
sixteen. The road was begun in 
1855 but was not finished until A u 
gust, 1861. Tho railway was be¬ 
gun in 1866 but not finished to the 
summit until 1S69. Ter my regret, 
the day of my ascent was cloudy, 
although the summit kept clear. 

As I ascended the mountain, go¬ 
ing a zig-zag way up its side, the 
air perceptibly grew colder so that 
an overcoat became very comfort¬ 
able. The trees grew less and less 
in size until they ceased altogether, 
and only alpine plants grew be¬ 
tween the rocks. As we approach¬ 
ed the summit the buildings there 
almost resembled a little village. 
Some of them are chained to the 
mountain, others of a larger size 
built heavily and strong are not. 
Every structure seemed firmly 
bolted together. An observatory 
is there forty feet high, from which 
over and above the buildings the 
whole horizon can he scanned. 
Soon after I reached the top a stra¬ 
tum of clouds covered nearly the 
whole landscape, only tho tops of 
the higher mountains reaching 
above it. The sight was very fine. 
Soon however the clouds mainly 
broke away so that the Green 
Mountains in Vermont, and the 
Adiroudacks in New York could be 
plainly seen. The view toward the 
ocean was not so clear. The moun¬ 
tains and lakes of Maine and New 
Hampshire, I saw also quite sat¬ 
isfactorily. Ah! how the world 
lay below mo. It was a sight for 
a lifetime. 

The first rude structure mado in 
1S53 is still there also the little 
signal service building in which a 
man, a fewVinters ago, died. His 
fellow observer telegraphed for aid 
aud it was throe days before any 
could reach him. The bed-stead 
and mattress are still shown where 
the death occurred. The Lizzie 
Bourne monument still shows 
where that lady, at an earlier date, 
perished a little way below the 
summit without being able to reach 
it.- 

Tho cars came up while I was 
there, bringing thirteen. As slow¬ 
ly as a man could walk, the train, 
If so I could call it, crept up. But 
it came very direct and sure. All 
register who reach the top,- 6,300 
feot above the sea. 

I have been now upon Mt. Wash¬ 
ington, but I hunger all the more 
to see something of the mountain 
giants west of us, but perhaps that 
may never be. I shall write some¬ 
thing about the ocoan next week.

A KLONDIKE AT HOME. 

Plenty of Gold in Northern New 
Hampshire. 

It would uot be surprising if an¬ 
other season saw thousands of gold 
seokors coming up the valley. 
That there is gold here in paying 
quantities is now a well known 
fact. Last summer, “Whit” Ter¬ 
rill and Norman Perry went pros- 
pectiug upon the head waters of 
Indian Stream. They found traces 
of gold, and wore satisfied that 
more was there for those who 
would seok it. This spring they 
took in sixteen hundred pounds of 
supplies and resolved to devote the 
season to the work. They were 
throe weeks taking the food, etc., 
in. No one has been able to find 
their campiug ground. Mr. Perry 
came out this week to purchase a 
miner’s pan and to send specimens 
to tho Philadelphia mint. We saw 
one nugget that weighed nearly 
one-fourth of an ounce. Mr. Perry 
was very careful in his conver¬ 
sation as regards tho location. 
Ho went to Cplebrook to consult T. 
F. Johnson, Esq., as regards a 
miner’s rights. A number thought 
they would return to the woods 
with him, but he got away with¬ 
out their knowledge. Whilo the 
miners have cleared up enough for 
a good summer’s work, they will 
remain in camp till the ground 
freezes up.—Frontier Gazette.

In Maine Woods. 

Yes, “In Maine’s Woods”, for if 
there ever were woods it is way up 
here In Maine. You can. look mile 
upon mile and see—woods. 

The trip was made from Bethel, 
via Davis’ stage route to Lakeside, 
N. H., thence by boat »o the “carry” 
and then by buck-board to Middle 
Dam. It is a very pretty route— 
and a pleasant one too— from 
Bethel up, and. there are many 
nooks and corners which are very 
interesting to search through, and 
puzzle out. There is, first, Horse¬ 
shoe Falls, which at this season of 
the year are a sight which should 
not bo missed' by any traveler 
whose good fortune it should be to 
pass by.

Many 
feet below the height of land is the 
channel of the river, which has 
been wearing its way for years to 
ward the centre of gravitation, 
twisting first one way and then an¬ 
other, until it has reached the 
depth of about thirty-five feet. 

Then we come to the “jail’*; but 
I will not attempt again to describe 
as a complete illustrated descrip 
tion may be found In the issue of 
the News of Aug. 17th. We now 
arrive at the world famous Grafton 
Notch. Of this can be said a great 
deal for, look which way you will, 
you see nothing but mountains, 
and their deep foliage, looking so 
beautiful in the golden sunlight 
that a person may see the scenes 
every day of his life and find some 
thing new to look at.

After passing through Upton we 
reach Lakeside, N. H. The Lake 
side hotel is located on a very pret¬ 
ty spot, out-looking on Lake Um- 
bagog and directly in front of the 
hotel is the steamboat landing. 

After spending an evening with

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

Unfruitful orchards are so as a rule be¬ 
cause tho soil is worn out. 

New wood always bears the best fruit. 
Remember this in pruning. 

Evaporating is usually a profitable way 
of disposing of unmarketable fruit. 

Plum trees will not do well in sod. 
Good cultivation from tho start is neces¬ 
sary. 

Watering with tobacco water is one of 
the best remedies for worms in flower¬ 
pots. 

Worthless and decaying trees in the 
orchard are oniy harboring places for ver¬ 
min. 

Many trees and vines fail because the 
twigs and young wcod are cut off, leav¬ 
ing tiie old. 

The quince requires but little pruning 
—only a little thinning out of the crowd¬ 
ing branches. 

When a peach tree has ceased to bear, 
the cutting off of tho old wood will give it 
new life and vigor. 

Scatter air slacked lime liberally on the 
ground under tiie grapevines. This is rec¬ 
ommended as a good preventive of mil¬ 
dew .
